this Affair, and which may be ſufficient to intelligen 
Perſons of the Faculty, to direct their Conduct, and 
help them in framing a ſudgment in the like Caſe, till 
we have better Means and a more convenient Leiſure 
to preſent to the Publick more exact Particulars o 
all that we have obſerved on this Subject. 

ALL the Diſeaſed that we have ſeen or attended 
in this terrible Diſtemper, commonly called the 
Plague, may be reduced to five principal Claſſes; 
which will take in generally all the Caſes that we 
have obſerved, except a few particular ones, which 
cannot be brought under any general Rule. 

FIRST CLASS. | 

Tre Firſt Claſs, obſerved eſpecially in the firſt 
Period, and in the greateſt Fury/of the Diſtemper, 
contains fuch as were afflicted with the Symptoms 
that we ſhall here ſet down, conſtantly followed 
by a ſpeedy Death. voce ' 1 

THESE Symptoms were for the moſt part irre- 
gular Shiverings, the Pulſe low, ſoft,ſlow,quick,une- 
qual, concentrated; a Heavineſs in the Head ſo 
conſiderable, that the ſick Perſon could ſcarce ſup- 
port it, appearing to be ſeized with a Stupidity and 
Confuſion, like that of a drunkenperſon; the Sight 
fixed, dull, wandering, expreſſing Fearfulneſs and De- 
ſpair; the Voice flow, interrupted, complaining; the 
Tongue almoſt always white, towardsthe je dry, 
reddiſh, black, rough; the Face pale, Lead-colour- 
ed, languiſhing, cadaycrous; a frequent Sickneſs 
at the. Stomach ; mortal Inquietudes; a general I 
Sinking and Faintneſs; Diſtraction of the Mind; 
Doſing, an Inclination to Vomit, Vomiting, &c. 

Tre Peſons thus ſeized, periſhed commonly in 
the Space of ſome Hours, of aNight, of a Day, or

inction; ſometimes, but more rarely, in conyul- 
ive Motions, and a Sort of Trembling; no Erup- 
ion, Tumour or Spot appearing without. 

IT is eaſy to judge by theſe Accidents, that the 
Wick of this kind were not in a Condition to bear 
Bleeding; and even ſuch, on whom it was tried, 
lied a little while after. 

EMETICKS and Catharticks were equally here 
eleſs, and often hurtful, in exhauſting the Pati- 
Ent's Strength, by their fatal over-working. 
Tux Cordials and Sudorificks were the only Re- 
nedies to which we had recourſe, which neverthe- 
eſs could be of no Service, or at the moſt prolong 
he laſt Moments but for a few Hours.

ALL Cordials aud Sudorificks, if they were not 
ſoft, gentle and benign, did nothing but promote 
the Progreſs of the inward Inflammations. 
| In ſhort, ifany one eſcaped, which was very rare, 
he ſeem'd to owe his Cure to the external Eruptions, 
E when they were very much raiſed; either ſolely by 
the Force of Nature, or by the Aſſiſtance of Reme- 
dics, as well internal as external, that determined 
the Blood to diſcharge on the Surface of the Body, 
the noxious Ferment wherewith it was infected. 

THIRD CLASS. 

THe Third Claſs contains the two preceding; 
ſeeing we have attended, during the Courſe of this 
terrible Sickneſs, a great Number of Perſons that 
have been attacked ſucceſſively with the different 
Symptoms enumerated in the two former Claſſes, 
in ſuch a manner, that the moſt part of the Signs 
deſcribed in the Second, were commonly the

IN theſe forts of caſes we varied our Method ac- 
cording to the diverſity of Indications, or of the 
moſt urgent Symptoms; ſo that without our being 
obliged to enter into farther particulars, a Judg- 
ment may be formed of the Event of this Malady, 
and of the Succeſs of the Remedies, from what we 
before obſerved on the Subject of the diſeaſed ofthe 
two preceding Claſſes. 

BEFORE we pals on to the Fourth Claſs, we be- 
lieve it will not be improper to obſerve, that a ve- 
ry great Number of different Kinds of diſeaſed Per- 
7M. contained in the preceding, had very moderate 
Symptoms, whoſe Force and Malignity appeared 
to be much leſs, than in thoſe of the fame Acci- 
dents daily obſerved in inflammatory Fevers, or in 
the moſt common putrid ones, or in thoſe that are vul- 


garly called Malignant, if we except the Signs of 


Fear or Deſpair, which were Extream, or in the 
the higheſt Degree; inſomuch, that of the great 
Number of infected Perſons who have — 0 
there were very few, who at the very firſt Mo- 
ment of their being ſeized, did not imagine them- 
ſelves loſt without Relief, whatever Pains we took 
to encourage them: And tho many amongſt them 
{cemed to us, before the firſt Acceſs of the Diſtem- 
per, to be of a firm and couragious Diſpoſition 
of Mind, and reſolute under all Events, yet as ſoon 
as they felt the firſt Strokes, it was eaſy to know 
by their Looks, and their Diſcourſes, that they 
were convinced that their Sickneſs was Incurable

THESE happy Events have determin'd us to re- 
double our Care during the whole Courſe of this 
Sickneſs, to accelerate, as much as the State of the 
Patient will admit, the Eruption, Elevation, O- 
pening, and Suppuration of the Buboes and Carbun- 
cles, in order to free, as ſoon as poſſible, by this 
way, the Maſs of Blood, from the fatal Ferment 
that corrupts it; aiding Nature by a good Regimen, 
and by ſuch cathartick, cordial, and ſudorifick Me- 
dicines, as are proper in the preſent Condition and 
Temperature of the Sick.

Tuts Fifth and Laſt Claſs contains all ſuch in-

natural Function, have Buboes and Carbuncles, 
which riſe by little and little, and eaſily turn to 
Suppuration, becoming ſometimes ſcirrhous, or 
which is more rare, diſſipate inſenſibly, without 
leaving any bad Effect behind them; ſo that with- 
out any loſs of Strength, and without changing 
their manner of Living, theſe infected Perſons 
went about the Streets and publick Places, only 
uſing themſelves a ſimple Plaiſter, or asking of the 
Phyſicians and Surgeons ſuch Remedies as are ne- 
ceff ary to theſe ſorts of ſuppurating or ſcirrhous 
Tumours.

ALL theſe Indications, however, may be redu- 
he ced to two principal ones, which 3 the grea- 
hell ter Attention and Prudence, ſince they are oppo- 
"I ſite; for we have obſerved in the ſame Patient a 
ſtrange mixture of Tenſion and Relaxation, of Shi- 
vering and Heat, of „ and Sinking; inſo- 
much, that we were obliged conſtantly to endea- 
vour at the expulſion of the noxious Ferments lodge.

ſeldom uſed the Emetick Tartar or Vinum Bene- 
dictum, for fear of too great Irritations, unleſs we 
had to do with very robuſt and plethorick Bodies, 
or that ſome particular Accident ſeemed to demand 
them; we promoted the Operation of the Medi- 
cine by a large Quantity of warm Water, or of Tea, 
or a Decoction of Carduus Benedictus. 

Tux Effect of this firſt Medicine being com- 
monly a leflening of the Strength, we erideayour- 
ed to fortify, by ſome gentle Cordial, eſpecially by 
Venice Treacle and Diaſcordium, by reaſon they

To theſe two Remedies ſucceed moderate and

are laxative Ptiſans, made with Sena and Chryſtal

IT would be altogether needleſs to enter into 
che particulars of the Method we uſed in treating 
the Patients of this third Claſs, ſince the Symp- 
roms they were attack'd with, were the fame with 
thoſe which we have mention'd in the two preced- 
ing Claſſes; ſo that they ſucceeded mutually each 
other, and the Symptoms related in the ſecond 
Claſs, were the Fore-runners of thoſe deſcribed in 
and the firſt; whence it is eaſy to judge that we have 
th here nothing to do but to uſe ſucceſſively the Me- 
dell dicines mentioned before.

to oppoſe them, ſuch as are the gentle Emeticks, 
che Hluring Catharticks and Sudorificks of the fame 
fort, according to the Indications that ariſe, ob- 
ſerving however a very exact Regimen. But the 
Deſtiny of the infected, depending principally, as 
we have remarked already, on the large Eruption, 
and laudable Suppuration of the Buboes and Car- ot 
buncles, theſe Sorts of Tumours have been always 
the Objects of our chief Care and Attention. And 
ſince theſe Tumours have conſtantly appeared in 
the Sick of this fourth Claſs, and in thoſe of the 
preceding, the Method which we are going to 
propoſe for their Management, ought to be conſi- 
der'd, as common to all the Claſſes. 


The Method uſed in the Treatment of Buboes. 

THESE Tumours were ordinarily ſituated 
in the Groin, and often below it, chiefly ſwellin 
the lymphatick Glands, placed near the crural ve 
lels; they appeared alſo pretty frequently under 
the Arm-pits, particularly under the pectoral Mul- 
cle, as alſo in the Glands behind and below the Ears, 
in the Jugular, and under the Chin.

x have not thought proper to uſe here the ac- 
tual or potential Cauteries which are employ d in 
our Province, in the caſe of common Carbuncles, 
becauſe, having made Trial of them at the Begin. 
ning, we obſerved that they cauſed Inflammations 
ſo conſiderable, that a Gangrene preſently enfu'd, 
and its edges became callous again: The cauſtick 
Stone ſucceeded not but in {mall Carbuncles, which 
heal of themſelves, almoſt without any Help. 
AFTER having ſcarified theſe Tumours, we ap- 
plied Pledgets with good Digeſtives, as in the calc 
of Buboes, only with this Difference, that we have 
left out the ſuppurating Ingredients, uſing only the 
Treacle, Baſh of Arcus, and Oil of Turpen 
tine; and if there is much Corruption, we add the 
Tinctures of Aloes, of Myrrh and Camphire, &c 
Wr put over the Pledgets, emollient and ano 
dine, or ſpirituous and diſſolving Cataplaſms, as c 
ver the Buboes, according to the diverſity of Indi 
cations.

The Method relating to the Sick of the Fifth Claſs. 


Wx believe it will be uſeleſs to give every parti- 
cular of the Method that has been followed, and 
which is ſtill actually uſed in the Cure of the diſca- 
ſed of the Fifth Claſs, wherewith the Hoſpitals are 
filled; becauſe they being afflicted with no other 
Symptom beſides the Buboes and Carbuncles ill 
looked after, or neglected, and by Conſequence, 
nothing here offers ir ſelf but the Abſceſſes, Ul. 
cers, Fiſtula's, Scirrhus's, and Callus's, which Ne- 

ligence, or an ill Treatment have left behind them; 
o that there is here nothing farther required, but 
to put in Uſe the Method laid down above, or to 
employ the Means practiſed in the like Caſes, ac- 
cording to the Rules of Art. 

WE ſhall remark, in concluding, that all the 
Methods we have here propoſed, are not ſo gene- 
ral, or conſtant, as to be without Exceptions, in 
reſpect to certain en Caſes, which have fal- 
len under our Obſervation during this terrible Sick- 
neſs, and which may furniſh Materials for a more 
exact Account. But what we have already deliver- 
ed may be ſufficient to inſtruct the young Phyſi- 
cians and Surgeons, that are employed in attend- 
ing infected Perſons; and at the ſame Time, to let 
the Publick know what Opinion ought to be had 
of all thoſe ſingular Methods, and of thoſe pretend- 
ed Specificks ſo cried up by the Populace, and by
